New Delhi, the 21st December, 1983 

O.S.R. 6(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 54 of the Air (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 
1981 (14 of 1981), the Central Government, in consultation 
with the Central Board for the Prevention and Control of 
Water Pollution, hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

CHAPTER-I 

Preliminary 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
Rules may be called the Air (Prevention and Control of Pollu¬ 
tion) (Union Territories) Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall apply to the Union Territories of Delhi, 
Pondicherry, Goa, Danun and Diu, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, 
Lakshadweep, Mizoram, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, 
Arunachal Pradesh and Chandigarh, 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 


2. Definitions,—In these rules, unless the context othe 
wise requries :— 

(a) "Act” means the Air (Prevention and Control of Pollu¬ 
tion) Act, 1981 (14 of 1981); 

(b) “appellant” -means any person aggrieved by and 
appealing against an order made by the Board; 

(c) "Appellate Authority” means an Appellate Authority 
constituted by the Central Government under sub¬ 
section (l) of section 31 of the Act; 

(d) "Board” means the Central Board for the Prevention 
and Control of Water Pollution constituted under sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollu¬ 
tion) Act, 1974 (6 of 1974); 

(e) "Chairman" means a Chairman of the Board; 

(f) "consultant” means any person appointed as such 
under sub-section (3) of section 14; 

(g) “Form" means a form appended to these rules; 

(It) "premises" means any building structure or land 
used for industrial or commercial purposes where 
pollution occurs; 
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li) “Slate Air Laboratory’’, in relation to a Union Terri¬ 
tory, means a laboratory established or specified as 
such by the Central Government under sub-section (I) 
of section 2.3 ; 

(i) “section’’ means any section of the Act; 

(L) “Board laboratory" means a laboratory eslah'isheJ 
or recognised as such under sub-section (2) of section 
17; 

i words and expressions used but not defined in these 
rules anti defined in the Act shall have the meaning 
respectively assigned lo them in the Act; 

chapthr-ij 

Consultants 

i. Appointment of consultants.—For the purpose of 
assisting the Board in the performance of its functions, the 
Chairman may appoint any qualified person to b# a consultant 
for a specific period not exceeding six months ; 

Provided that the Chairman may, with the prior approval 
of the Board extend the period or the appointment front time 
to time upto one year ; 

Provided further that the Chairman may, with the prior 
approval of the Board and the Central Government, appoint 
a consultant for a period beyond one year. 

4. Power to terminate appointment.—Notwithstanding 
anything contained in rule 3, the Board shall have the right to 
terminate the appointment of the consultant before the expiry 
of the specific period for which he is appointed, if in the opinion 
of the Board, the consultant is not discharging his duties pro¬ 
perly or to the satisfaction of the Board, or such a course of 
action is necessary m the public interesi : 

Provided that in cases where a consultant has been appoint¬ 
ed with the prior approval of the Central Government, the 
termination of his appointment will be made only with the 
approval of the Central Government. 

5. Emoluments of consultant.—The Board may pay the 
cons litants suitable emoluments or fees depending on the 
nature of work and the qualific.iti in and experience of the 
Consultant; 

Provided, however, that the Central Board shall not 
appoint any person as Consultant without the prior approval 
of the Central Government if the emoluments or Ices payalsle 
u him exceeds Rs. 2,000 per month. 

0 . Tours by cnnsuhauL. -The consultant may with the 
prior approval of the Chairman undertake lours within the 
country for the performance of the duties entrusted to him by 
tlie B v.ird and in respect of such tours he shall he entitled io 
travelling and daily allo.vjnccs at the raie payable to a Grade I 
officer of the Central Government. 

7, Consultant not to disclose information—-The consul¬ 
tant ‘-hill not, without the written permission of the Board, 
disclo%e any iiformi'ion cither given by the Board or obtain¬ 
ed during the performance of ihe duties assigned to lum eilher 
by the Boaid or otherwise to any person other that the Board 
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declaring”any area within any Union territory as air pollu¬ 
tion control areas, shall specify :— 

(a) the boundaries of the Area if the area is not a whole 
district or the whole Union territory; 

(b) the date on which such declaration shall come iato 
force. 

(2) A notification referred to in sub-rule (i) shall bo pub¬ 
lished in the Official Garetto and at least in one English and 
one vernacular daily newspapers having a circulation not less 
than five thousand in the Union territories.

9. Form of application for consent and fees.—(1) Every 
application for consent under sub-section (2) of section 21 shall 
he made in Form I and shall be accompanied by fees as speci¬

(2) Every application for consent under the proviso to 
sub-section (2) of section 21 shall be made within four months 
from the date of declaration of any area as air pollution con¬ 
trol area. 

10. Procedure for making enquiry on application seeking 
consent.—(i) On receipt of an application for consent, the 
Board may depute any of its officers, accompanied by as many 
assistants as may be necessary, to visit and inspect any place 
or premises under the control of the applicant or the occu¬ 
pier, for verifying the correctness or otherwise of (he parti¬ 
culars furnished in the application or for obtaining such 
further particulars or information, which in the opinion of 
such officer are essential. Such officer, for that purpose, may 
inspect any place or premises where solid, liquid or gaseous 
emission from the chimney or fugitive emissions from any 
location within the premises arc dAchargcd. Such officer may 
require the applicant or the occupier to furnish lo him any 
plans, specifications or other data relating to control equip¬ 
ment or systems or any part thereof that he considers neces¬ 
sary, 

(2) The officer referred to in sub-rule (1) shall, before visit¬ 
ing any of the premises of the applicant, give notice to the 
applicant of his intention to do so in Form. fl. The appli¬ 
cant shall furnish to such officer all information and provide 
all facilities for inspection. 

(3) The officer may, before or after carrying out the ins¬ 
pection under sub-rule (1), require ihe applicant to furnish 
him orally or in writing such additional information or clari¬ 
fication or to produce before him such document as he may 
consider necessary for the purpose of investigation oi the appli¬ 
cation and may for that purpose summon the applicant or his 
authorised agent to the office of Ihe Board.
